The most dangerous accidont of which 
jhe has been a victim oocurred Tuesday 
night at Delmar Garden, It was witnessed 
by a thousand persons, including Thomas 
wife. 

From a swinging horizontal ba* Thomas 
turned a somersault and then shot face 
downward to the ground, a distance of 36 
feet. 

Before he struck the ground he gave his 
body a slight twist and his shoulder struck 
thet hard surface, thereby saving his life. 

David says he never performs over a net. 
Those who have watched him at Delmar 
Garden mf&rveled how he could possibly es- 
cape death as he did. 

But he did, and he is still as enthusi- 
astic about his calling as if he had never 
met with a mishap. In a measure, his con- 
fidence is due to-his- frequent good fortune. 

When Thomas ascended the roped jadder 
Tuesday night to give an exhibition on the 
bars he was smiling as usual. 

He went through several turns success- 
fully, and then tried the one which he 
regards as the most difficult of all.

CHICAGO, July 16.—John W. Gates and 


his friends closed out their corn deai with 
profits of about $4,000,000. 

They have about 5,000,000 bushels of corn 
en route that must be accepted, and prob- 
ably at a loss, -too. 

How the manipulators will come out in 
disposing of these millions of bushels of 


ccrn is for the future to determine. 


It is believed that they have much of it 
sola for September delivery, and will carry 
it in store until then. 

If so, they will yet come out big win- 
ners, a3 they have said from the start they 
¥ ould. 

Shorts to the extent of millions of bush- 
els have effected private settlements with 
Harris, Gates & Co. Just how extensive 
were these settlements or how much the 
squeezed shorts contributed to the for- 
tunes of Mr. Gates and his friends will 
never be known positively. 

There is no doubt, however, that Gates 
squeezed them dry. Out of this end of the 
deal he and his friends made a big pile of 
money. 

Uncle Rube, the farmer man, upset the 
calculations of the-Gates crowd by pro- 
ducing and threatening to produce more 
July corn than they could handle. So they 

ut on the screws, gave the shorts one vio- 
ent squeeze, and then got ott from under. 

Both sides claim a victory. 

Everyone is asking who was short. 

Even the bulls have asserted that the 
short interest is scattered, and to have 
the announcement come out that they have 
settled millions of bushels, the trade natur- 
ally asked, who was short? 

There is a rumor that one big local opera- 
tor was caught, but this cannot be con- 
firmed. The elevator men, who have been 
short, made the corn, delivering 236,000 
bushels yesterday. 

The men behind the corn deal have more 
money than any set of traders who ever 
attempted to run a squeeze, but they were 
too sharp +o stand up and hold the bag for 
the country to pour In millions of bushels. 

At the rate the corn has been coming in 
the past few days there might: have been 
10,000,000 to take care of in the last ten 
days of the month. 

This, at 70 cents, would cost $7,000,000. 

Even with the resources of the present 
bull clique, they did not feel like trying to 
get rid of so much corn. 

As a parting joke the Gates party gave 
the countrymen a dreadful black eye. With 
millions of corn bilied ‘‘Chicagu,”’ the coun- 
trymen expected to sell at the fancy cor- 
ner prices. Now they can make more 
money out of it by taking it home, feeding 
it to hogs and selling hogs at $8 per hundred 
pounds.

He savs that the subsoil has de- 
terlorated and the piles and pillars are 
rotten and unable to stand the pressure 
on them. Shrinkages and sinking have 
been observed in the subsoil for many 
years, although an official commission late- 
ly declared that there was no danger from 
these causes. 

The collapse of the famous tower of the 
Campanile two days ago is now said to 
have been due to the sinking of the town's 
foundations.

Venice is situated In the lagoons of a sort 
of vast lake, separated from the Adriatic 
by a long belt of lowland, which ts divided 
into islands by six channels between the 
mouth of the Pieve and Adige, 37 miles east 
of Padua, on the Turin, Milan & Venice 
Rallway. One of the islands thus formed 
by tte “iannels is named-the Lido; north of 
it is Porto di Lido, the channel through 
which the fleets of Venice passed in former 
times, but is now the entrance for small 
craft only. Immediately west of the Lido 
are the islands on which Venice is built, 
and immediately south of them is the Porto 
di Malamocco, now the sea-way for the 
vessels of the greatest draft.

10 o'clock says that 33 bodies have been 
removed from the two mines. 
Officials of the Daly-West state that only 
three more bodies are in the mine. Miners, 
however, assert that there are 12 or 15 
still unaccounted for.

“My reason in not wishing to do any- 
thing of the kind at present is that I would 
like to know first whether there is any- 
thing in the charter or the ordinances 
against the creation of such a commission 
or the appropriation of money to pay for 
such a commission. 

“Whether I introduce the resolution or 
not, I will welcome the creation of such a 
committee. The terminal question is a gi- 
gantic one, and I am one member of the 
council who feels that I hardly have the 
time to go into the subject exhaustively. 
It took us six months to get the street 
railroad ordinance in shape. How much 
longer will it not take us to get a satis- 
factory ordinance on the important sub- 
jects of terminals, stations and bridges? 


Commission Should 
Be Well Paid. 

“T have to earn a living and can not: pos- 
sibly put in all my time for the city, 
which pays me only $235 a month. That is 
one reason why I would welcome the ter- 
minal commission. Competent men should 
bé put on the commission and they should 
be well paid. 

“In fact, 1 think all the members of the 
municipal assembly should be well paid. A 
few men in a single house well paid for 
their services could do vastly more good 
for the city than the arrangement we now 
have. Under the pfesent system it is ab- 
solutely impossible to study every bill that 
comes along. Many street improvement 
bills have been hurried through recently 
and I dare say few councilmen know from 
personal investigation whether these new 
streets actually needed it or not. 

“My idea is that the assembly should 
consist of about thirteen men paid about 

a year. Capable, competent men 
could be secured for the assembly under 
those conditions. They could apply all 
their time to the city’s interests, and the 
city would reap in improved conditions 
ten fold what it paid out. 

“It will require a constitutional conven- 
tion to change the charter provisions in 
reference to the assembly, but I hope some 
day one will be held and the change made. 
‘Bo I believe competent men ought to be 
secured for the terminal commission, as 
propoged by the Post-Dispatch. There 
might be some difficulty in getting the 
practical railroad man, as almost all of 
them are connected with individual roads. 
But I think one might be found. 

“If a competent commission could be se- 
cured I will eertainly be glad to turn over 
to it my responsibility for investigating the 
terminal problem."’

THE MILK INSPECTION ORDINANCE. 


The milk inspection bill, reported to the Council Tuesday, is an 
attempt to correct the vicious conditions prevailing in the milk 
business and seems to be a well matured, thorough measure. 

It maker the city chemist responsible for inspection, authorizes 
him at any time and anywhere to take samples for analysis. 
Milk dealers are required to register twice a year before a license 
issues, and no license shall be granted except upon detailed infor- 
mation satisfactory to the city chemist concerning the location 
and condition of the dairy. 

The sale of unclean, impure or diluted milk {s forbidden. as 1s 
likewise that from diseased cows fed on food not clean and whole- 
some. The standard is fixed by the ordinance and milk which dees 
not meet the requirements shal! not be sold. | 

Upon the passage of this bill the responsibility will rest upon the 
city chemist, whose authority is ample for the purpose. If strict- 
ly enforced the people of St. Louis may have more confidence in 
the milk they use. The bill ovght ‘to be a complete check to the 
sale of the impure stuff now distributed by dishonest dealers. 

A doubtful point, however, is the license of cows. Wil! not such 
provision be a temptation to sell bad milk to save the cost of 
license, which, in some cases, may be a ecnsiderable item?

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SAFETY PRECAUTIONS IN COAL MINING. 


John Retallick, a fire boss at the Cambria Steel Co.'s mine at 
Johnstown, says that the recent disaster which caused the death 
of 115 miners was due to blasting, although it was known by the 
managers that there was danger from firedamp. 

If this is true, the question will naturally arise, why was blast- 
ing permitted, under the circumstances? If the prohibition of 
blasting would probably have saved these lives, who is to ®lame 
for their sacrifice? 

It is also claimed that this mine was one of the-best producers 
of bituminous coal in the district. And mine cwners and share- 
holders may say that, in order to maintain the rate of profit, 
blasting was necessary. But this cannot be accepted, in view of 
the fact that machine mining has long been a success. Mining 
by machinery run by compressed air is comparatively safe. With 
@uch machinery there would be little chance for’ the escaping fire- 
damp to become ignited. 

The modern coal-mining machine makes a six-foot cutting of 44 
inches in four and one-half minutes. On an afternoon, at the mine 
of Arnott & Co., Pittsburg, a party of gentiemen witnessed one 
of these machines mine 102 feet of coal, of the thickness of 44 
— and six feet in width, and of a total weight of about 70 

ns.

Medical Officer Biggs of the 
New York Health Department said this week in an adcress before 
@ philanthropic society: “Tuberculosis is an absolutely prevent. 
able disease. It is not only preventable, but curable. It is simply 
& questicn of how early a diagnosis is made. If it can be made 
at the beginning, 80 per cent at least are curable ir placed in a 
pure atmosphere.” 

Dr. Biggs asserts that tubercular baccilli tend to aie. “Direct

WBiliminate the damp, dark rooms, provide 
habitations free from dirt, darkness and dampness that invite the 
disease germe and establish pure, sanitary conditions, and we may 
expect exemption for all not already affected and prolonged life 
for those who have been attackéd.

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THE WORLD’S FAIR POWERS. 


The decision of Judge Sanborn of the United States Circuit 
Court denying the injunction suit to prevent the condemnation of 
the Tesson- tract for the use of the World's Fair ought to set- 
tle all controversy as to the power of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition to take land needed for World's Fair purposes. The 
decision confers full power upon the exposition compang to con- 
demn land for public uses. 
in the case of the Catlin tract, whose owners have schemed to 
obtain advantage over the Exposition managers, railroad leases 
seem to stand in the way of condemnation proceedings. But some 
way should be found to obtain that tract, if it is necessary to 
the success of the World's Fair or to prevent further destruction 
of trees in Forest Park. Every means should be exhausted, and 
certainly the company could find means to make it worth while 
for railroads, if uot property owners, to cease obstructing World's 
Fair plans. 

At all events, the remaining trees in Forest Park must be saved. 
The Exposition managers, with the wide powers conferred upon it 
by the law and with the power to control enterprises dependent 
upon it for success, should be able to carry out its plans without 
destroying the natura! attractions of the public park, freely given 
it by the city of St. Louis. 

The St. Louls people will hold the World's Fair management, 
or any who obstruct the proper plans of the World's Fair, or any 
who contribute to the permanent injury of the park, to strict 


accountability. It is incredible that a few individuals or a cor- 
poration or two should stand in the way of the, interests of a 
sreat Exposition supported by St. Louis, the United States and 
‘ll the states of the Union.

VOTE NEARLY. UNANIMOUS 


THE LEADER CLAIMS THERE WAS 
TREACHERY. 


Result Is a Victory for the Railways, 
Although Some Concessions in 
Wages Will Be Made to 
the Employes. 


CHICAGO, July 16.—The Association of 
Railway General Managers, embracing 
every road which enters Chicago, have is- 
sued the following signed statement: 

“All of our old men not before on hand 
for work, reported at the freight houses at 
noon today and were put to work. No con- 
ference was held with any committee or 
otherwise, since Tuesday and no agreement 
was made with the union or with any com- 
mittee. The men simply reported for work 
and they doubtless expect, and will receive 


the pay offered July 1, and which the rail- 
road companies have been willing all along 
to pay 

After ten days of strife, the Chicago 
freight handlers’ strike terminated today in 
an unqualified victory for the railroads. A 
meeting of the strikers, presided over by 
President Curran, resulted in an almost 
unanimous vote to return to work, leaving 
the wage scale and ofuer questions for set- 
tlement between the men and their respec- 
tive roads. 


The Strikers 


Flock Back. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
strikers went by the hundreds to 
the warehouses to apply for their old po- 
sitions and the teamsters who have re- 
mained out again took up their reins. By 
noon immense quantities of freight which 
had been held back for days was being 
rushed to the railroads, or taken from 
warehouses and cars. Ww here stagnation 
had ru:ied commercial activity again 
reigned. Chicago merchants expressed un- 
bounded relief at the termination of hos- 
tilities, but they were ne less ha 
py when the meh themselves though: the 
strike is estimated to have cost them §$10,- 
000,000, to say nothing of the trade that 
has been permanently lost to them. 

The little hall where the meeting of the 
strikers took place was jammed to suffoca- 
tion, and thousands were unable to obtain 
entrance. It was a brief meeting—oniy 
long enough for an angry speech by Curran 
and the vote which followed: 

“Men,” said Curran, “‘we came out like 
men: we have acted like men and we should 
not go back like sheep, but there has been 
treachery In our camp. Yesterday when 
I was about to use the telephone the wire 
got crossed and I heard one of the members 
of our executive committee talking with a 
railrvued manager. He was encouraging the 
manager to hold out, for he told him that 
the strike was almost broken. This is a 
sample of the faith that has been kept with 
me. The officials of the truck drivers’ 
union have not Kept faith, either, and it 
seems useless to continue the strike further. 
Shall we go back and ask for our old jobs?’ 


All Voted 
to Return. 

In this simple form the matter was put 
to a vote and almost immediately a great 
chorus of ayes had brought to a peaceful 
end one of Chicago's most serious and 


threatening labor situations. It was be- 
lieved the roads generally will allow the 
trucksters 17 cents an hour and minor con- 
oe granted by the proposition of 

uly 1. 

The proposition accepted by the men was 
in effeg: the one given to President Curran 
by the state board of arbitration earlier in 
the day, although the proposition in its 
proper form was not placed before the men. 

The railroad managers, when told of the 
vote to return to work, said that wherever 
possible the old men would be taken back. 
A smail percentage of the new men, how- 
ever, will be retained for a time, at least. 
Nowhere was the news of the settlement re- 
ceived with more pleasure than atthe ware- 
houses, where thousands of men gathered 
from other points of the various roads to 
take the places of strikers, were longing to 
return to their homes. They had been well 
Ted and given good sleeping quarters, but 
the big majority of them, being accustomed 
to the comfort of their homes, were tired 
of ‘“‘being herded.’ 

The strike cost parties concerned fully 
$10,000,000 and completely paralyzed the 
wholesale business oO Chicago.

GARBAGE INCREASE 


Citizens Say Collectors Skip 
Their Receptacles.

DEPARTMENT’S EXPLANATION

HEALTH OFFICE DECLARES PUB- 
LIC IS PARTLY TO BLAME. 


Assistant Health Commissioner Says 
Citizens Should Comply With the 
Ordinance Provisions and As- 
serts That the Board of 
Health Is Doing 
All It Can. 


Complaints about the collection ot garb- 
age have multiplied since the present spell 
of excessively hot weather set in. 

In some sections of the city residents 
complain that the Saroage collectors de- 
clare that the collectors come only at such 
irregular and !>frequent intervals that it 


is necessary to go in search of one of the 
wagons when garbage is wanted removed. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 
admits tha: complaints against tho garb- 
age contractor have increased in number 
recently hut he declares that «|: possibie 
steps are take: by the heath department 
to make the garbage collection service as 
effective as possible. 

He says every complaint received is at 
once transmitted to the garbage contractor 
and a record kept and submitted to the 
Board of Health. The Excelsior Hauling 
Co., of which John R. Butler is president, 
is the contractor. 

Mr. Francis says it is almost impossible 
to make the garbage collection service per- 
fect, particularly in excessively hot weath- 
er, and he also declares that the fault is 
not altogether with the contractor, but 
partly with the public. 

The city ordinances do not specify any 
definite number of trips which the garbage 
wagons must make daily to any particular 
portion of the city. 


Receptacle Must 
Be Provided. 


“In a district like De Hodiamont, hardly 
more than one trip a day can be expected,” 
he says, ‘“‘owing to the distance from the 
reduction works. In the downtown districts 
the wagons can easily make more irips.’’ 

Mr. Francis calls the attention of persons 
interested in the subject to «the following 
provisions of the ordinances: 

Section 10. Liouseholders and others who offer 
the garbage for removal, shall place their re- 
ceptacies on their property near the alley, not 
more than five feet from the building line and 60 
arranged as to be accessible to the driver of the 
garbage Wagons or carts. If there are not any 
alleys; or if such alleys are impassible for wagons, 
then the garbage must be placed in covered wa- 
ter-tight receptacks on the sidewalk near the 
street line. 

‘‘We find that many complaints arise out 
of cases wherein persons have not com- 
plied with this provision,” said Mr. Fran- 
cis. 

‘In cases where there are no alleys a 
driver looks down a street and seeing no 
receptacles on the sidewalk does not make 
that block at all. 

‘In other cases the garbage is placed in 
baskets and other Insecure receptacles that 
spill a portion of the garbage over the 
alleys. The contractor's men are required 
by the ordinance to pick this up. At this 
season when watermelons are ripe the 
work of the garbage collectors is increased. 

“Complainants must remember, too, that 
only a certain class of men can be hired 
to drive garbage wagons. When they get 
paid off about one-third of them fail to 
show up for work next day, and the driv- 
ers who aré substituted are not acquainted 
with the districts or the places where the 
garbage is placed. This accounts for some 
of the complaints. 

“We hand every 
contractor at once, and feel that the com- 
pany tries to remedy it as well as possible. 
The board of health looks over the com- 
Plaints at each meeting. 

“Complaints of some kind come in all the 
year around, but they are always heavier 
at this time of the year.”

BIBLE TELLS OF FIRST CORNER 


JOSEPH BOUGHT UP GRAIN AND 
DEAL WAS SUCCESSFUL. 


George H. Phillips, the One-Time Corn 


King, Says Majority of Corners 
Work Ruin to Those Who 
Plan Them. 


In an interview with George H. Phillips, 
the at one time so-called Corn King, this 
interview published in last Sunday's Post- 
Dispatch, that widely advertised grain 
speculator expressed himself on grain cor- 
ners as follows: 

“Corners. in grain seldom are profitable, 
or at least remunerative when money and 
labor involved are considered. The benefit 


to grain growers is inestimable, the loss 
of the short seller and the added cost to 
the consumer going very largely into the 
possess of the farmer. Many corners have 
een attempted during the last forty years 
that have failed as corners, worked ruin 
to the manipulator and at the same time to 
a large per cent of those short to the ma- 
nipulators.’’ 

n reading up the history of grain cor- 
ners, or in talking with well-informed au- 
thorities regarding the formation, course 
and finish of corners that have been run 
in grain, it is shown that in nearly every 
instance where the products of the earth 
have been cornered, the people who were 
behind the deals and manipulated the mar- 
kets came out loser. Even so-called suc- 
cessful corners have lost money for those 
who engineered them. 

The first corner in grain history has any 
record of was that run by Joseph, the ac- 
count of which ‘ts published in the Bible. 
After his dream, which soothsayers de- 
clared typified seven full and seven 
lean years, Joseph, who occupied a high po- 
Rition in Feypt, bought all the grain he 
could obtain and stored it in enormous 
warehouses. This grain he held until the 
lean years arrived, when he had grain to 
sell, if not to burn, and thus kept his 
people from starvation. Besides being the 
first corner of grain on record, this dea! 
of Joseph's was one of the very few suc- 
cessful ones ever put through. It was, too, 
the only grain corner run for the benefit 
of the many and not for the few. 


FIRST CORNER ON WHEAT. 


To come down to modern times, afier 


speculation in grain futures Trad become 
recognized by all the leading grain trade 
organizations, it is found that the first 
corner was in wheat in the Chicago mar- 
ket in the year 1867. The price was put to 
$2.85 in Mav, but the finish was $2.16. J. R 
Keene, one of the present Wall street lead- 
ers in stock speculation, tried to run the 
inarkets of the world in the early 70's in 
en attempt to corner wheat on the Chicago 
Board of Trade. but they delivered him 
nore wheat than he believed was obtain- 
able when he started the deal and made 
him quit. The “Jim Keene corner,’ as it 
ws called, was such a fiasco that it fright- 
ened would-be manipulators and no at- 
tempt at corners was made for several 
years, 

The next famous wheat corner was the 
Harper deal of 1887, which broke the Cin- 
cinnati bank Harper was cashier of and 
sent Harper to the penitentiary. This was 
another attemput of an outsider to buck 
against the Chicago Board of Trade, end 


all attempts so far from outsiders to run) 


a deal with that organization fighting it 
has always Gotten the worst of It. 
der to beat arper the Chicago Board of 
Trade directors ordered that all contract 
wheat inside the chy limits, whether in 
regular elevators or loaded in cars on the 
last day of the month, was deliverable upun 
contracts.

“OLD HIUTCH’S” CORNER. 
Tn 1888 B. P. Hutchinson, “Old Hutch,” as 
he was familiarly called and known tiie 
world over, cornered September wheat. Fle 


put the price to $2 and forced the shorts to 


settle at that price. Although “Old Hutch” 
was credited with having cleared anywhere 
from $2,500,000 to 000 by his famous 
coup, he confessed shortly before his death 
that he had actually lost $1,250,000. 
profite in his speculative deal had been 
more than eaten up by his losses in sales of 
the actual wheat delivered him on con- 
tracts. 
Since then the Coster-Martin corn deal, 
in which the price was put up to $1, but 
the corner and its backers falling because 
more high-priced corn was delivered them 
than their bank account could stand: the 
Joe Leiter deal in wheat, which forced the

FIRST ST. LOUIS CORNER. 

The first St.-Louls corner was in oats, 
run by J. R. Matthews back in the @s.

cornering. A corner in No. 2 white corn 
manipulated by Nanson, Billingsley & Co.. 
was a money-maker, but a deal in wheat, 
which the United Elevator people, D. R. 
Francis and other leading men were trying 
to put through, was broken by John C 


Kauffmann and J. C. Ewald, who had most | 


the wheat sold and were being squeezed, 
bringing the wheat here from Toledo and 
delivering it on contracts. 

A famous wheat corner in the St. Louis 
market was run for account of a Mil- 
waukee grain man named J. B. Oliver. The 
deal was put through all right, but a “‘cor- 
ner rule’ that was then in force on the 
Merchants’ Exchange caused him to lose 
money. This rule made it obligatory that 
the selling price should be based upon the 
natural commercial value of the grain, with 
a certain per cent added to the price where 
the contract had not been filled by the ade- 
livery of the actual grain. 

In 1875. when a wet harvest had so dam- 
aged the quality of the new wheat that 
it was almost impossible to obtain the con- 
tract grade to deliver on contracts. J. B. 
M. Kehlor, the millionaire miller, squeezed 
the bears badly, way Oger to settle at 
31.87. This was one of the very few profit- 
able corners run in St. Louis.

WOODBURY, N. J., July 1.—George W. 
lewis, aged 47, is dead at Cross Keys. 
Mr. Lewis was known as ‘“‘the man turn- 
ing into stone,’’ and had been a great suf- 
ferer for 15 years. The case baffled the 
ablest physicians of this state and Penn- 
sylvania. 

Prior to nine years ago Lewis was fre- 
quently ill, but from appearances there was 
no particular ailment.

SELVES BY NOVEL PLAN. 


PAY AFTER EACH ACCIDENT 


Paymaster Takes Money From Men’s 
Wages and Distributes It to 
Those Injured. 


Employes of the Goldie Construction Co., 


one of the concerns holding large contracts 
on the World’s Fair site, have organized a 


mutual benefit association without officers 
and without a treasury, through which 
they expect to relieve those of their number 


who are injured tn the accidents which 
will be inevitable in the building of the 
Fair, and to provide for the families of 
those who may be killed. 

Nearly all the men working for the com- 
pany have signed an agreement by which 
each member is to pay $1 to the family of 
any fellow workman who is killed, and 60 
cents to anyone who has been injured in 
such a manner as to incapacitate him. 

The paymaster of the company will make 
the retior payments, taking the money out 
of each man’s wages at the next pay after 
the accident. 

No dues are exacted from members, and 
the advantages claimed for the plan are 
that the money cannot be wasted on the 
organization, and is always payable at the 
time when it is needed by the injured per- 
son or the bereaved family. 

Members who cease to be employed direot- 
ly by the company are dropped from the as- 
sociation at the same time that their names 
are removed from the payroll. 

Injuries which the employes receive be- 
fore starting to work in the morning or 
after leaving work at night will not entitle 
them to benefits. Those who are =| pe 
while under the influence of liquor will get 
no relief. 

In cases where men without accessible 
relatives are killed the money will be used 
for funeral expenses. 

Stewards are to be chosen to solicit new 
members. They will be the nearest ap- 

roach to officers that the organization will 
Cave. The paymaster does all the disburs- 


ing.

AMAZES NEW YORKERS BY HIS

SHERIFF 


Tells the Post-Dispatch Correspondent 
the True Story of the Hunting

NEW YORK, July 16.—Patrick J. Gar- 
rett, the New Mexico sheriff who hunted 
down and killed the notorious outlaw, 
“Billy the Kid,” is visiting New York for 
the first time in his life. He was appointed 
collector of customs at El Paso, Tex., last 
winter. Recently he and some cattlemen 
locked horns over the question of his ap- 
praisement of some yearlings. The Board 
of General Appraisers was appealed to, and 
the collector will argue his case against 
the importers tomorrow. : 

The-former sheriff, who is staying at the 
Marlborough, is looking around New York 
by himself mostly. 

Garrett amazed the crowds at Coney Ie- 
land by his workmanship at the shootin: 
galleries. He hit the bull's eye at any sho

He is very tall and very straight, and 
looks sturdy and strong in every inch of 
his six feet four.

It was twenty-one years ago that Billy 
Bonney, with a record of killin eleven 
men, was brought to book by this quiet, 
determined man. Garrett was a Soputy 
sheriff in Las Cruces. He had kept a smal] 
store in the new country, and on occasions 
had sat opposite ‘Billy the Kid” at the 
poker table. The outlaw, whose exploits 
were the talk of the country then, as 
Tracy’s are today, had associated with him 
a gang of six men who broke every law and 
defied all authority. 

“We had got the gang,” said Garrett. 
to the ost-Dispatch correspondent 
when pressed to tell the true story of how 
he killed the outlaw. ‘“‘Three were dead and 
three were alive. Billy had murdered a 


man on the Indian reservation while steal- | 


ing horses, and he was sentenced to be 
anges on May 28, 1881. He broke out of 
the Lincoln County jail a few nights be- 
fore that and escaped after killing a dep- 
uty sheriff and a United States marshal I 
was sent after him. 


Face to Face 
With the Outlaw. 


“On the night of July 12 I got to Peter 
Maxwell's ranch. I left my two men out- 
side and went-in to see Maxwell, whom I 
knew well. Feter was lying in bed in a 
corner. I put my Winchester against the 
wall and sat down on the bed to talk with 
him. I told him I had heard that Billy had 
been seen around there. He said he hadn't 
seen him. I knew by his manner that he 


wasn't telling the truth, and while we were 
sitting there talking Billy came in. 

“He had gone across the road, I learned 
afterward, and ordered a Mexican thers 
te get up and make him some coffee. When 
he came back to the ranch house he saw 
my two mea and accosted them in Span- 
ish. They made no answer, and he darted 
into the house and upstairs in his stocking 
feet. My face was in a shadow when he 
appeared in the doorway and he darted 
over to me with his knife in one hand and 
hie gun in the otf%er. He had his gun with- 
in a foot of me when he laid his hand on 
my knee and demanded, ‘Who are you?’ 

“He spra back instantly and fired. But 
I had fired first, and the tall went throu 
his heart. I tired a second time, but t 
bullet went over him. He had fallen: 

“A hundred different stories have been 
told about hew I killed Billy, but this is 
the true one. I’ve got a tintyye of Billy at 
home, the only one in existence, I believe, 
and as I was on the way to the train I left 
it at a photographer's to be enlarged, for 
Gen. Lew Wallace, who wants to write an 
article about him. 

‘‘There were many ou traits about Billy, 

e came from New York State somewhete. 

e was only 22 years old when he died wut 
he had been up to all kinds of deviltry for 
six or seven ‘years.
